2. Upon receipt of the reference, it was registered 
as IT /83/02 and registered A / D notices were issued 
to both the parties. Pursuant to service of notices , 
Party I filed a Claim Statement at Exhibit 5 . 
Party II filed a Written Statement at Exhibit 7. Party 
I then filed the rejoinder at Exhibit 9 . 


(2 ) This settlement is executed by Shri Rumeet 

S. Gosalia , Shri Narendra V. Gosalia and Shri 
Samik D. Gosalia on behalf and consent of 
the management of Vita Industries . 


3. In short , the case of Party I is that all the 
workers employed in the factory are the members 
of the All Goa General Employees Union and have 
signed various settlements and by letter dated 
27-3-2000 , Charter of demands were served on the 
employer, however instead of negotiating on the 
Charter, the Party II froze the wages of the workers . 
The matter was taken up in conciliation , but it 
ended in failure. The Party II manufactures quality 
spectacles frames and metal combination frames 
and have a wide spread and increasing all India 
market. The financial results of Party II are a picture 
of success . The demands raised by Party I are 
entirely legal and justified and the financial 
implications of the demands are well within the 
capabilities of Party II and therefore the reference 
be answered in favour of Party I. 


(3 ) It is agreed between the parties that the 

union shall distribute the legal dues of the 
workmen of Rs. 8,68,000 / - (Rupees eight lakh 
sixty eight thousand only ) which includes 
gratuity , leave salary , bonus, retrenchment 
compensation , ex - gratia etc. including 
amount as per Award passed on 30-06-2009 
pending before Principal District Judge, 
South Goa , Margao in Execution Application 
No. 12/2014.
